What It Means. 
Democratic control of the senate means 


much for the party in this state. 


It means first that nearly one hundred re- 
publican office holders who have held over 
Since 1880 because a republican senate would 
not confirm the appointments of a democratic 
governor, will be removed at once, and demo- 
crats appointed to succeed them. 
All these hold-over positions 
pay good salaries, some of them 
as much as $10,000 a year. New York 
will get five wardens of the port and three 
‘quarantine commissioners, all lucrative posi- 
tions now filled by republican hold-overs, 
mug wumps who were eternally prating about 
“pure” politics and civil service reform. 

Next in importance, a democratic senate

A Desperate Struggle—One Policeman Killed 
| and Another One Wounded. i 
PHILADELPHIA, December 29.—Policeman Elmer 

E. Findley was tatally shot tonight by an un- 

known burglar in front of Coyle & Coyle’s store, 

No. 401 Commerce street, and his fellow officer, 

James J. Nesper, was shot in the left wrist by the 

same man. Notwithstanding the injury Nesper 

succeeded in holding the murderer until assist- 
ance eme, when he was taken to the station house, 

Findley, who was shot in the pit of the stomach, 
the bullet severing an artery, died soon after be- 
ing admitted to the hospital. After taking his 
prisoner tothe lockup, Nesper went to the hos- 
pital, where his injury was dressed. The prisoner 
refuses to give his name. 


AFFAIRS AT BRICEVILLE, 


Free Miners in the Cabins Formerly Occu- 
pied by Convicts. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 29.—Mr. Eth 
Wade, superintendent of prisons, arrived in the 
city today, having just returned from Briceville. 
Mr. Wade said he could not tell when the convicts 
would be returnea to Briceville, but said they 
would go to Coal Creek in a few days. Mr. Wade 
said that at Briceville he found no accommoda- 
tions whatever for convicts. The cabins 
there are occupied by free miners, who 
are working in the mines. He was informed by 
Mr. Jenkins, president of the Southern Mining 
Company, which ownes the mines, that he did not 
intend to eject a single miner for a convict. 

At Coal Creek Mr. Wade said everything is 
ready for the return of the cenvicts* The officers 
ofthe company operating the mines, informed him 
that the delay of the return of the convicts until 
after the holidays was wise and they were very 
glad the convicts had not been sent back. 

Another gentleman informed a reporter that 
he thought the convicts would be returned to 
Coal Creek tomorrow or next day. He did not 
know when they would be returned to Briceville. 
The soldiers are still at the capital. Their forces 
will be increased by sixteen men who arrived from 
Chattanooga. These men were sent at once to the

Secretary Blaine Did Not Return 
to His Office 


AFTER YESTERDAY'S CABINET MEETING, 


President Harrison Waiting for the Re- 
sult of the Inquiry at Valparaiso, 
Admiral Brown Talks,

WASHINGTON, December 29.—This after- 
noon was absolutely without an incident that 
could be distorted into a relation to warlike 
preparations. Secretary Blaine did not return 
to the department of state after the cabinet 
meeting, and Senor Montt, Chilean minister, 
did not make his appearance there. No cipher 
dispatches came from Minister Egan, and the 
air of quietude in the department strongly ac- 
centuated the present attitude of the govern- 
ment with respect to Chile as shown by the 
president’s message to congress in this para- 
graph: . 4 

This government is now awaiting the results of 
an investigation which has been conducted by the 
criminal court of Valparaiso. It is expected that 
the result will soon be communicated to this gov- 
ernment, together with some adequate and satis- 
factory response to the note, by which the atten- 
tion of Chile was called to this incident, If these 
just expectations should be disappointed or 
further needless delay intervene, I will, by special 
message, bring this matter again to the attention 
of congress for such action as may be necessary. 


The Inquiry Not Ended. 

Such unofficial advices as have been re- 
ceived here are to the effect that the legal 
authorities at Valparaiso have not completed 
the revision of the formal! proceedings of Justice 
Foster. Just how long these legal formalities 
may be protracted before they may 
be regarded as causing „further 
needless delay,“ is of course determinable 
only by President Harrison; but there is 
reason to believe that there has been brought 
to his attention the difficulties that surround 
President Montt in the formation of a new 
cabinet, and that heis also desirous of evading 
the appearance of endeavoring to interfere 
with the due process of lawin Chile, if there 
are any reasonable grounds for the assumption 
that due process is being followed. 

Patiently Waiting. 

These considerations’ ve doubtless led him 
to adopt a new course of pationt waiting to 
the utmost extreme consistent with a due re- 
gard to the dignity of the United States, and 
so far as can be learned itis probable that no 
departure will be made from this attitude 
before the reassembling of congress unless 
further communication from the Chilean gov- 
ernment should give a different aspect to the 
situation. 

Quiet at the Navy Yard.

Admiral Brown in San Francisco. 

San Dreao, Cal., December 29.—According 
to Admiral Brown, who is now here with the 
San Francisco, the cruiser Charleston has left 
Honolulu for Acapulco. Whether the Charles- 
ton will come north or go south from Acapulco 
the admiral declined to say. Captain Simpson 
says the San Francisco has enough extra am- 
munition to fill up the Charleston and the 
Baltimore and — them in campaign condi- 
tion. It is believed here that the San Fran- 
cisco has orders to remain at this port until 
the diplomatic relations with Chile take one 
turn or the other, and that her disposition in 
the future will depend upon the turn those 
diplomatic relations take. The Baltimore is 
expected here about Thursday.

TROOPS ON THE RIO GRANDE, 


Thirty-Three Carloads of Mexican Troops 
Arrive at Laredo. 


LAREDO, Tex., December 29.—Last evening 
thirty-three carloads of Mexican troops, compris- 
ing about eight hundred men, arrived in New 
Laredo, Mexico, from Saltillo. This seems to in- 
dicate that the reports of advantages gained along 
the border by Garza are not altogether wrong. 
These newly arrived troops will proceed down the 
river at once. 

Two more companies of United States troops 
are expected to arrive in this city. They will 
leave at once for the lower Rio Grande to aid in 
guarding the Texas frontier from invasion by the 
revolutionists. Matters are rapidly growing 
serious. Considerable uneasiness is expressed for 
the company of United States cavalry who left 
last Friday for some point down the river without 
taking a guide. Nothing has been heard from 
them since their departure. 


TROUBLE WITH THE TELEGRAPHERS. 


They Charge That the East Tennessee Road 
Is Discharging Union Men. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., December 29.—({Special.]— 
Trouble is brewing between the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia Railroad Company and its 
telegraph operators. The telegraphers claim that 
the railroad authorities discharge an operator as 
soon as they learn that he belongs to the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers. Whatever the real facts 
of the case are it may be stated that a number of 


operators have been silently decapitated recently. 


It seems now about ataclimax. The president of 
the Order of Railway Telegraphers is here today 
to investigate. The orderis strong and has the

tions. There is a claim that all roads have agreed 
on a boycott of the order.

McAuliffe Floors Cardiff in the Fifteenth 
Round. 


San FRANCISCO, December 29.—Despite a steady 
downpour of rain, 3,000 people gathered in the 
New Wigwam tonight to witnessithe fight be- 
tween Patsy Cardiff, of Minneapolis, and Joe Mc- 
Auliffe, of San Francisco. 

McAuliffe had the advantage of several inches in 
height and was nearly twenty-five pounds heavier 
than Cardiff, whose weight was 189 pounds. The 
purse was $1,500, with $350 to loser, In addition 
to the purse the men had been advanced $250 each 
for expenses, 

Right up to the eleventh round was devoid of 
the rushing tactics that had been looked for by the 
sports, and considerable money changed hands 
on McAuliffe’s failure to finish his opponent in- 
side of ten rounds. The fight got brisker, and it 
was not long before McAniliffe won in the fif- 
teenth round. 


FOUR TRAINMEN KILLED 


And Two Others, Wounded by a Collision 
in Missouri. 


CHILLICOTHE, Mo., December 29.— By a Mistake 
in train orders a disastrous collision occurred be- 
tween two freight trains on the Hannibal and St.

New YorK, December 29.—Futures opened at 
three to four points advance, presently declined, 
afterward improved, closing firm and slightly 
dearer than yesterday.

Battle with Moonshiners. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., December 29.— [Special.] — 
Colonel Moseley is informed by wire that a raid- 
ing United States force of twelve oflicers attacked 
a number of illicit distillers who were barricaded 
in a rock house on Sand mountain, in DeKalb 
county, Alabama. Two hundred rounds were 
fired by the force. The revenue officers were ro- 
pulsed, after having expended all their ammuni- 
tion, Marshal Jackson having been shot seri- 
ously through the shoulder. General Deputy 
Colquitt wires Colonel Moseley that two of the 
moonshiners were ei,her killed or badly wounded. 
Steps are being taken to reinforce the United 
States officers and dislodge the moonshiners. 


Fire in Jackson. 

JACKSON, Miss., December 29.—[Special.I— The 
bullding and immense stock of the Ross Yerger 
Company, wholesale crockery, wooden willow- 
ware, etc., was entirely destroyed by fire this 
morning.

THE CENTRAL LEASE 


To the Georgla Pacific Might Possibly 
Be Annulled. 


HCH ABOUT. THE DIVIDEND, 


And It Gives Rise toa Great Many 
Rumors. 6 


A TALK WITH GENERAL THOMAS 


He Expresess Confidence in Terminal, 
and Says Things Will Come 
Out All Right. 


The city was full of rumors yesterday 
about the probability of the embarrassment 
of the Central railroad. 

It was stated that there is needed by the 
Central about eight hundred thousand dollars 
to meet dividends on the stock of the road, 
the dividends on the Southwestern rail 
road stock and other branches and other 
expenses that have to be met by the Ist, 

The Terminal managers had flatly re- 
fused, so the rumor was, to furnish the 
money as they contracted under the lease 
todo. The prediction was that the dividends 
on these roads would not be paid 
and the Central would be in 
default unless some provision was made out- 
side of the regular line to meet the debts 
due on the Ist of January. 

This state of affairs is to be very greatly 
regretted if it is true. 

There was considerable excitement in busi- 
ness circles over the report. It was 
freely stated that it would cer- 
tainly affect the stock of the Central and 
all its branches to pay the dividends, and 
it would not be at all improbable, if 
the statement that the attack came from 
the Terminal managers proved true, that the 
road would go into the hands of a re- 


ceiver. 

But the situation seems to have been 
very greatly exaggerated. That the exag- 
geration, or a great part of it, was for the 
purpose of effecting stocks there can be no 
doubt. From reliable, sources comes the in- 
formation that the dividends will be paid 
as guaranteed; in fact some of it has been 
paid and the rest will be provided for ina 
few days. 

Great efforts have been made lately to 
divert business that properly belongs to 
this road to West Point, Va., over the 
Terminal system. 

It is reported that the attention of the 
Georgia railroad commission has been called 
to this fact and that they are going to 
take a hand in the fight. 

Mr. Sol Haas, the traffic manager of the 
Richmond and Danville, is largely inter- 
ested in West Point, Va., real estate, and 
he is now virtually the head of the 
Terminal management. The receipts of 
cotton over the Central at Savannah are 
30,000 bales short as compared to last 
year’s receipts, and the Savannah, Florida 
and Western is 35,000 bales more than t 
year’s receipts. It was expected when the 
Central road was leased to the Georgia 
Pacific that the road would help the sys- 
tem, and probably pull up that dead 
road, the Georgia Pacific; but it has had 
the opposite effect and has not increased 
the business of either road. 


WHAT GENERAL THOMAS SAYS.* 


He Intimates That the Georgia Central 
Dividend Will Be Paid. 

New York, December 29.—[Special.]—The 
Sun printed an exclusive story this morning, 
suggesting that the lease of the Georgia Cen- 
tral to the Georgia Pacific would probably be 
annulled, and also reporting the delay inthe 
payment of the Central railroad’s dividend, 
which was due December 26th. 

The story made quite astir in Wall street, 
and affected all the Terminal securities unfa- 
vorably. I succeeded in getting an interview 
with General Sam Thomas this afternoon, and 
give you below a report of what he said. 

I asked him to give me whatever he could 
for southern readers on the Terminal situation. 
He said: 

“I am bending my every energy for the 
preservation and protection of the entire Ter- 
minal system. I am thoroughly in favor of its 
preservation as a whole, and, believing as I 
do in the great earning capacity and perfect 
solvency of all the Terminal properties, I do 
not see any serious difficulty in the way of 
financiering the company successfully out of 
all difficulties. It isa matterof fact. I think 
those difficulties have been greatly exaggerated 
by some members of the Terminal manage- 
ment, who were unduly apprehensive. 

„The only difference which arose between 
Mr. Inman and myself was a difference of 
policy. Mr. Inman thought that radical 
measures would be necessary to protect the 
Terminal’s credit and put it ona firm financial 
basis, owing to the floating debts of the sub- 
sidiary companies. I did not regard the situa- 
tion so serious, but insistéd that all the 
relief which was necessary was 
obtainable within the family circle, 
that is, among the directors themselves. At 
all events, I was dead against any programme 
which involved any assessment on Terminal 
stock, or other tax upon the Terminal 
security holders, who, it seemed to me, had 
already suffered enough by the wholesale de- 

reciation in market value of said securities. 

was, therefore, immaterially opposed to the 
plan which it was said the Norton committee 
was about ready to recommend to the Ter- 
minal stockholders. In fact, I was opposed to 
the Norton committee as being a commit- 
tee of. outsiders entirely unidentified with 
the Terminal company, and not r 
sonally interested in its welfare. The 
Olcott committee, which has my 
hearty approval, is composed of Terminal 
stockholders who have large in- 


pecuniary 
terests in the Terminal property, and, there-

efficiency of all the railroad lines which the 
Terminal controls will be vastly improved, to 
the benefit and rejoicing of the whole southern 
country. Inthe carrying out of the plans 
which the Olcott committee recommends, it 
may be necessary to make several changes in 
the Terminal management, and also in the 
management of the subsidiary companies, 
But neither that policy nor any other will be 

ursued which is not prompted by the best 
nterests of the real owners of the property in- 
volved.” 

The Central Dividend. 

„With reference to the delay in the pays 
ment of the Georgia Central dividend, I can 
only say that that has not been a matter dis 
rectly under my control. In fact, until very 
recently, I have known little or nothing of the 
Georgia Central’s affairs. I think, however, 
that the delay in the payment of the current 
dividend will be ended ina day or two. The 
hitch is due to the failure on the part of the 
Central to comply with certain technical de- 
tails made necessary by its lease to the a 
Pacitic, which substantially is its lease to 
Richmond and Danville. The details will no 
doubt be arranged within the next forty-eight 
hours, and then the dividend will be paid 
as though nothing had bappeasd. I have no 
idea that auy hitch would have occurred if 
Mr. Inmen had not been confined at his home 
by sickuess. If he had been able to be at this 
office during the last week or ten days, there 
would not probably have been any interrup- 
tion to the payment of the Central dividend at 
the proper time.“ 

This concluded the interview. President 
Inman has been shut up at home for two 
weeks with an aggravated case of grip, which, 
at one time, his physician was afraid might 
run into pneumonia. He is a great deal better, 
however, and hopes soon to be out in the active 
walks of life again. M. J. V. 


Mr. Inman Talks. 

New York, December 29.— [Special. Mr. 
John Inman, who has been sick for ten days 
or two weeks from a severe attack of the grip, 
and who has, therefore, not been able to be at 
his office in that time, was told of the rumors 
about the non-payment ot the Central divi- 
dend today. 

‘I have just heard of that for tlie first time, 
he said. There can be nothing serious the 
matter—nothing beyond a mere technicality, 
which will de straightened out as 
soon as I fm able to get to my 
office. I have/been very sick, but am much 
better, and expect to be able to get 
to my office in a day or two, and then matters 
will be straightened out and the dividend 
paid. I am satisfied there is nothing material 
in the way of such payment. It cannot be 
anything but a question as to certain securi- 
ties the Central was to furnish, and had I 
been in my office the past few days there 
would have been no trouble at all.”

AN OLD PROJECT TAKES A NEW START. 


The Richmond and Danville Objects to a 
Two-Dollar Handicap on Busi- 
ness to the West. 


An air-line from Atlanta to Savannah has 
long been a favorite project with promoters of 
railroad enterprises. Divers projectors of such 
enterprises have looked {into the situa- 
tion from time to time, suryéys have been 
made and capitalists have had the scheme 
talked into them by the hour. 

Everybody admits that it ought to be a good 
thing, but somehow it has not materialized. 

Colonel George Fry got a liberal charter to 
build sucha lineand calledit the Middle 
Georgia and Atlantic. He boomed it along 
for awhile and dropped it. Then Colonel E. C. 
Machen took hold ofthe scheme. He did 
build several miles from Eatonton to Machen 
and graded on to Covington on the Georgia 
railroad.. He seemed to be in a fair way to 
put the project through. The city of Savan- 
mah gave him and his associates 560 acres of 
Jand and franchises which alone were worth 
more than the road would cost built and 
equipped. Savannah parties wanted to handle 
the enterprise atthat juncture and he finally 
transferred it to them. 

Money has been tight and railroad securities 
have been the hardest thing in the world to 
pell. 

Nothing tangible has been done toward re- 
@uming construction, and the city of Savannah 
grew restless. The council wanted to know 
what the company proposed to do. 
To the city the railroad replies that it§has 
elgbteen months yet to comply with the condi- 
tions of the grants. Inthe main the grant de- 
pends upon seventy-five miles of road being 
built and a bridge being constructed over the 
Savannah river by July 7, 1893. 

New life has been taken on by the company, 
and a stir is being made at the 
Savannah end. Colonel Machen went 
down last night. He declined to say whether 
his visit has any connection with this enter- 

rise or not, He can build more railroad on 
ess Capital than anybody who ever tried that 
sort of thing in these parts. Of late he has 
been figuring with capitalists, and itis said 
that he can put his hands on money enough to 
build two good-sized railroads. He knows 
where to get capital and how to get it. And 
that is what very few do know. 

Now, the question is, why has Colo- 
nel Machen gone to Savannah at this 
articular time? It does look as though 
is pet project will take a fresh start, and 
that the air-line will be built, giving Atlanta 
another and direct outlet to the seaboard. 
Here is what The Savannah News says 

about it: 

„Its officers report that it has done a very 
considerable amount of work and expended a 
large sum of money on that part of the road 
leading in this direction from Covington. The 
company’s purpose seems to be tospend money 
on that part of its line where the best results 
can be obtained at this time. The work on 
this end of the line can be done in a compara- 
tively short time. There is good ground for 
expecting that the road will be built within 
two years. It is the intention of the company 

to push forward work upon it vigorously.”

How a Locust Grove Merchant Lost 
Is Money. 


A WILD MIDNIGHT RIDE AND A PLUNGE 


Down Into a Dangerous Pitfall—A Fruit- 
less Chase for a Pack of Blood- 
hounds. 


Grirrin, Ga., December 29.—[{Special.]— 
Monday night a burglar entered Mr. R. C. 
Brown's residence at Locust Grove and stole 
from his pocket a roll of bank bills aggregating 
in value $900, and a valuable gold watch. Mr, 
Brown is a large merchant and cotton buyer 
at Locust Grove, and had taken this money 
from the safe at the store for the purpose of 
leaving on the early morning train for At- 
lanta, and, not anticipating a burglar, thew 
his pants, containing the money, upon a chair 
when he retired. 

The Robbery Discovered. 

About 1 o’clock he was. awakened by a 
young lady relative, occupying an adjoining 
room, with the inquiry if he had left the door 
open. Upon arising to investigate he dis- 
covered his loss. Mr. Brown raised the 
alarm, but the rascal had skipped out. P. M. 
Brown and J. W. Middlebrooks harnessed a 
fleet horse, and started at once for Griffin, 
thinking they could get some bloodhounds 

from our county chaingang, and with such as- 
sistance they could easily run down the 
burglar. 
Into the Pit. 

Arriving in Griffin about 4.0’clock they in- 
quired at police headquarters for directions to 
the stoekade and left at once for that place. 
Passing up Chicken row, in the direction of 
the Georgia Midland bridge on Poplar street, 
the horse was driven into the deep excavation 
made in the mouth of the street for the build- 
ing of the waterworks stand pipe, when the 
horse, buggy and both men fell into 
the hole in a confused condition. The 
buggy was badly broken up and Mr.

THE NEW YORK . MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 29.—The stock market to- 
day for the first time in many days showed a real reac- 
tionary temper, and while there were evidences of

NEW YORK, December 29.—[{Special.]— So much 
stress is being laid upon the weight of accumulating 
supplies of cotton that we have thought it would be 
interesting to ascertain the average date for the past 
ten years at which the world’s visible supply of cotton 
has been the largest. This date proves, upon investi- 
gation, to be January 15th. Last year the supply was 
at its maximum or the 26th of February. As it is cer- 
tain this year that the movement after the Ist of J anuary 
will be less than it was last year, it is evident that we 
Shall earlier reach the date of maximum supply, and 
are jnel ned to think that no appreciable addition will 
be made to the visible after the New Year. It is, there- 
fore, evident that from now on, whatever the size of 
the crop, we have to deal with a supply that is actually 
decreasing, and that any exceas of receipts over the 
anticipated movement is an addition to expectations 
and in the light rather a speculative disappointment 
than an augmentation of the actual weight of present 
stocks, The Liverpool market reopened this morning 
for the first time since Thursday. A full response to 
the decline here during the interval was not made. 
Opening prices were 5-64d lower than the last figures 
on Christmas Eve, and a further decline of 2-64d was 
established before the close, which was easy. Appa- 
rently the demoralization abroad was not as great as 
it had been here; and. cur market reassured, advanced 
some 5@6 points at the opening. This was subse- 
quently lost, partially recovered and lost agaiv, and at 
2 o’clock prices are about 3 points over the figures of 
last evening. The feeling is plainly a nervous one, and 
the recovery from the blow dealt by Bradstreets’ esti- 
mate is naturally a slow one. Still, for the present, 
bottom seems to have been reached, and prices show 
a disposition to advance with any encouragement in 
the shape of lighter receipts. The movement for the 
first three days of this week promises to be about 
40,000 bales less than for the same three days last year, 
but predictions of heavy receipts tomorrow at New 
Orleans have served to hold the market in check. The 
interior towns, as far as known, promise to be de- 
cidedly less than last year. After 2 o’clock the market 
assumed decidedly more stability, closing very steady, 
though without much change in prices. The buying 
of one of the richest and most conspicaous commis- 
sion houses in the trade was a noticeable feature. 
Late cables from Liverpool lead to the expectation of 
a higher market there tomorrow in the absence of any 
further decline here.

NEW YORK, December 29.—The first cables from 
Liverpool this morning, giving a decline of 5-640, were 
favorably construed, and should haye hada greater 
effect upon our market. The pressure, however, of 
January noticesjand a large liquidation of these near- 
by contracts counterbalaneed the influence which 
would otherwise doubtless have come. Subsequently 
Liverpool was reported at a further decline of Id 2-6 d 
on the report from this side that the receipts at the 
ports would be 58,000 bales.

So Much to the Credit of “Hill's Gang.” 


The Work of Governor Hill. 

„Governor Hill's gang’’ is the demo- 
cratic party of New York, which has

Ever alert, he checkmated 
them and led his party on to victory 
after victory. When at the end of his 
third term, he decided to retire, the 
democratic legisiature of New York— 
„Hill's gang —unanimously sent him to 
the United States senate. In the in- 
terim, after the election of Governor 
Flower, when republican partisan judges 
and thieves, for whom the mug- 
wump organs have only words of 
praise, were about to steal the leg- 
islature, the democratic state exec- 
utive committee requested Governor Hill 
to hold on to his office and see to it 
that justice was done.

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never anything more than a tinkling cymbal 


in the senate. His pride of intellect ruined | 


him. He took an impish delight in advo- 
cating all sides of all questions. One day 
he served the plutocrats of the east, and 
the next he spoke for the toilers of the 
west. He was a south-hater, and yet he 
worked against the force bill. He ignored 
the plain people, and yet deserted the bosses 
when they most needed him. 

He worshiped himself. He was stuck on 
Ingalls. He was the most selfish man in 
public life. He regarded the senate as a 
stage with Ingalls for the central figure—the 
star of the combination. He posed and 
strutted, and dressed and spoke in a theat- 
rical way. 

Now, when a man plays tricks with his 
intellect, instead of making it serve some 
useful purpose, people soon come to the con- 
clusion that he is a hollow sham—a char- 
latan—a fraud. This is the popular verdict 
regarding Ingalls. 


Gunpowder in the Air. 

In our military and naval circles the talk 
is peaceful, and the preparations warlike. 

Unofficial reports indicate the probability 
of an outbreak of hostilities between the 
United States and Chile. It is said that our 
cruisers are getting ready, and soldiers and 
munitions of war are being massed on the 
Pacific coast, 

This preparation for war may be the 
means of averting it. The Chileans are a 
wide-awake, progressive people. They 
never shrink from danger when anything is 
to be gained by confronting it, but they are 
probably convinced by this time that they 
Cannot afford to measure swords with a 
nation outnumbering them sixteen to one. 

We believe that Chile is hopelessly in the 
wrong in this quarrel, and it strikes us that 
she needs a lesson that will induce her to 
respect our flag and the rights of our citi- 
zens in future, but nothing has yet oc- 
curred to make a war between the two 
countries inevitable or even probable. 

The chances are that Chile will apologize 
or make reparation for the murder of the 
American sailors belonging to the Balti- 
more. Perhaps all this bustle in our naval 
circles will contribute to such a result, and 
it is more than likely that our racket is made 
with that very object in view. It is the 
policy of the administration to create the 
impression that its bold front has intimi- 
dated Chile, but neither President Harrison 
nor Mr. Blaine is very anxious to go to 
war with a weak sister republic situated at 
such a distance from our base of supplies. 

Of course, under such conditions, there is 
a possibility of serious trouble. The rash 
conduct of a Chilean naval officer, or the 
fury of u Chilean mob may go far enough to 
precipitate hostilities and draw the two 
governments into a conflict very unexpect- 
edly, but if nothing extraordinary occurs 
the present excitement will quiet down, and 
a few red-tape diplomatic fossils on both 
sides will settle the whole matter amicably, 
winding up with a banquet. 

In the meantime, however, there is gun- 
powder in the air, and a cloud: of mystery 
enveloping the war department. We are 
getting ready for the worst, But sometimes 
we have a good deal of smoke with no fire 
that amounts to anything. 


Pullman Street Cars, 

Kate Field’s Washington thinks that the 
problem of rapid transit has been solved by 
the Pullman-Sessions double-decked street 
car. Atlanta already has one of these cars, 
and it may shorily have others, for it isa 
town that never stays very far behind other 
towns; but the double-decker was not 
brought here for the purpose of promoting 
rapid transit, but for the accommodation of 
picnic parties, 

Moreover, in Atlanta the problem of 
rapid transit involves the question of rapid 
motion, while in the larger cities it is a ques- 
tion of transporting large crowds. The new 
Pullman-Sessions street car is thirty-two feet 
long with two stories instead of one. There 
are no platforms at the ends, the exits and 
entrances being on both sides in the middle. 
‘he motorman or gripman occupies a cov- 
ered cab in the second story, and is protected 
from the elements. The car is lighted and 
heated by electricity, and the floor of the 
second story is as warm as that below, 
although the second story is open at the 
sides. But there are curtains in this depart- 
ment that can be drawn. 

The first story will accommodate forty 
persons with seats and the second forty, 
making comfortable accommodations for 
eighty persons. The experimental car in 
Boston carries 1,420 passengers daily, 711 of 
whom sit on top. Where the old horse cars 
earned 33 cents per car mile, the new car 
earns $2 per car mile. Crowded to the ut- 
most it can carry 250 persons. 

Miss Kate Field thinks that if these cars 
are placed on the surface and elevated roads 
of New York city and other large cities the 
problem of rapid transit will be solved, at 
least for the present. Atlanta will be com- 
pelled to have something of this sort after 
awhile, but just now she is content with the 
great improvements which are going forward 
in the shape of substituting electric lines for 
the old horse-car system. Within the course 
of another twelve months, Atlanta will have 
the best equipped system of electric roads to 
be found in the country.

Such an outtit 
includes working suits, duplicates of those worn 
by the English farm laborer, and in which the 
young swells love to masquerade, of corduroy and 
leather ; sporting suits of like material but dif- 
ferent fashion; regulation Sunday suits, the 
Stylish cut of which always leads one to suppose 
that the wearers have recently come into a(fort- 
une, besides innumerable blazers, top coats, 
and ulsters.“ These young Engiishmen 
do not work very hard. They 
devote themselves to hunting and other sports, 
and the few who remain and take farms of their 
own live in English style, keeping open house for 
their fox-hunting friends. The new settlers have 
not made themselves felt to any extent, and they 
do not seem to be in any hurry. to become Ameri- 
canized.

Diamonds in Georgia. 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 28, 1891.—Editor Con- 
stitution: The article in your paper—'‘Diamonds 
in Georgia’’—reminded me of an occurrence 
which might be of some interest to some of us. 
Three or four years ago aman from the west, a 
Germam came into my store and told me he 
wanted to go on the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road prospecting.

Eight or ten days after this, I had never thought 
of the affair again, the man called again in my 
store, and showed me a little handful of diamonds, 
or, at least, what he represented to be diamonds, 
perhaps twenty or twenty-five pieces, small, not 
showy, each probably weighing between one and 
two pennyweights. They were irregular, had not 
the regular form of crystalization of diamonds, 
else I would have known them, were not clear and 
prigns, and yet I saw no reason why I should not 
believe that they were genuine diamonds, 

He told me they were diamonds of an inferior 
quality, not fit for jewels, but yet good to make 
borers, and worth three to four dollars a penny- 
weight. He had found them crawling on 
knees and hands for ten days in the mountains, 
he had found several places, he would go back to 
the west and make arrangements, etc., and would 
return.

Handel's “Messiah.” 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 29.—I notice that the 
papers are beginning to call attention to the fact 
that The Messiah'' is soon to be given by the 
Atianta Choral Union. 

Jam told that this organization was formed for 
the study and rendition of oratorio and other 
standard music, and at their first meeting, to 
show that their intention was fixed, they decided 
to take up The Messiah.“ 

Great in all the beauties of his art, Handel is 
the real creator and per fector of the oratorio in 
its hignest form, and his Messiah“ is his master - 
piece. This work is supposed by many, and I 
believe it, to be an inspired writing, because, said 
Handel when he had finished the hallelujah 
chorus: “I did think I did see heaven before me 
and the great God himself.” : 

Handel was requested to write something for 
the dedication of a concert hall in Dublin, and 
after considering the matter, he began and fin- 
ished The Messiah” in twenty-fourjdays, the most 
phenomenal success which was ever before or 
since heard of in music. After finishing the 
work, he seems to have considered it too sacred 
for dedicating even a music hall, so the first per- 
formance was given as a beneficiary one in aid of 
the poor and distressed prisoners for debt, in the 
Marshalsea in Dublin, in 1742, although composed 
in Engiand. Handel and all the soloists gave 
their services gratuitously and the proceeds of the 
performance were £400, and so by a remarkable 
coincidence the first performance of “The Mes- 
siah’’ meant deliverance to the captives. Grand 
motive, grand work, grana success. 

Although the consensus of the competent is, 
that the English are not a musical peopſe, we are 
forced to admit that they have the feeling for true 
art in music, for Handel’s ‘‘Messiah”’ has remained 
so popular in London, that there are at all times, 
more than four thousand singers and instrumental 
performers capabie of executing it from memory 
and without notes, and I read in The Boston 
Musical Record, this month, that the Birming- 
ham, England, festival netted over tweny-five 
thousand dollars, to which fund “The 
Messiah“ contributed 67,160. When “The Messiah” 
was first performed in England, we are told that 
the audience was much affected by the music, but 
when the chorus strack up “For the Lord 
God Omnipotent’ they were so transported that 
all, even the king, who was present, started up and 
remained standing till the chorus ended, hence 
the custom ever since has been for the audience 
to rise,and remain standing “through the hal 
lelujah chorus, which I hope Mr. Burbank will 
have observed here. 

It is gratifying to lovers of “The Messiah“ to 
know that it was Handel's first and greate-t ora- 
tion, and that it was the last performance in 
which he took an active part, his death oc- 
curring eight days later, on Good Fri- 
day. He had expressed the wish that he 
might breathe his last on Good Friday, in hopes,’’ 
he said, “of meeting his good God, his sweet Lord 
and Savior on the day of his resurection.“ 

l expressed my delight that the Atlanta Choral 
Union would give The Messiah“ to a friend, a mu- 
sician (7) too. I was astonished when he asked me if 
I thought that it would be received in Atlanta. 
And why not, is it possible that we wil admit 
that there is not enough love of the art in Atlanta 
to appreciate such music as Handels Messiah?“ 
Surely fot when every city of any size in 
the United States looks forward to 
“The Messiah” as a part of Cbristmas.

The Friends of M. T. Whitlock Work- 
ing for a Pardon for Him. 


HE IS AT THE CONVICT HOSPITAL 


And Is Unable to Do Any Work What- 
ever—John Berry, the McDonough 
Rapist, May Hang Yet. 


Lying on a cot in the hospital of the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company’s camp is a pale, 
emaciated man. Heis M. T. Whitlock, who 
shotand killed Neal Belding in C. P. John- 
son’s bar about two years and a half ago. 

Bundled together with a mass of other offi- 
cial documents is an application for Whit- 
lock’s pardon in the governor’s office. 

Governor Northen has the paper under con- 
sideration and will act upon it in a few days, 
either favorably or unfavorably. 

The leading ground upon which pardon is 
asked is the weak physical condition of the 
convict. 

He is confined tothe camp hospital, un- 
der constant attendance by physicians, and, 
shut off from the world and his kindred, is 
slowly dying. 

The crime for which he was convicted was a 
bad one, but the sad condition of Whitlock, 
physically, makes it impossible for him to do 
any work. 8 

It will be remembered that he was sentenced 
to ten years in the penitentiary but owing to 
his feeble health he was not sent, at once, to 
the camps. He was allowed to remain at 
home, with his family, where he was near the 
point of death until last June, when he 
was carried out to Chattahoochee. He was 
placed in the bospital immediately upon his 
arrival, and has been there since. 

Governor Northen had three callers in his 
behalf yesterday. They were Judge James A. 
Anderson, Dr. J. William Jones, and Colonel 
William H. Hulsey. They urged the case of 
Whitlock very stronjzly. 

The petition before the governor is such as 
to cause his careful consideration and 
investigation. The solicitor general who 
prosecuted the case and the judge who tried it 
recommend that Whitlock be pardoned. 

Berry May Hang. 

The 18th of Janusiry may be the last day on 
earth of John Berry, whose neck was saved by 
such a close shave two weeks ago. 

Berry is the Henry county negro who was 
sentenced to be hanged for rape December 
18th, but who was respited by the governor 
the day before he was to be hanged. 

That respite was only until January 18th, 
and unless Governor Northen commutes or re- 
spites the negro, le will be hanged on that 
date. 

No motion wil] be made for a new trial. 

Miss Dunn, the young lady who was out- 
raged by the burly brute, writes positively to 
the governor as to the identity of Berry. She 
says there can be no mistaking thel truth that 
Berry is the guilty man.

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HIS LAST RESISTANCE 


Ches Pace, a Desperate Negro, Killed by 
Detective Looney Yesterday 


WHILE HE WAS RESISTING ARREST 


For Highway Robbery—The Coroner’s 
Jury Exonerated Looney and Com- 
mended His Conduct. 


Ches Pace, a negro man, was shot and in- 
stantly killed by Detective D. S. Looney about 
9 o’clock yesterday morning while resisting ar- 
rest. 

Coroner Davis impaneled a jury during 
the forenoon, who, after hearing the testimony 
of the fonr negro witnesses to the shooting and 
the officers, found a verdict to the effect that 
it was justifiable homicide. It wasa case of 
close quarters where the officer had to kill or 
be killed. 

Detective McConnell, who was with Looney, 
hada narrow escape with his life while en- 
gaged in a tussle with Pace before the encoun- 
ter that ended in the iatier’s death. 

Yesterday morning Mr. G. W. Harper, a 
well-known young business man, called at 
police headquarters and gave the details of an 
exciting encounter he had had witha negro 
highwayman, on the previous night, in which 
he had been robbed of his watch and money. 
He said he recognized the negro, and felt satis- 
fied he could identify him if he could be found. 
The robbery took place on Whitehall street. 

Detectives Looney and McConnell were as- 
signed to the case. They started out in search 
ofthe negro, accompanied by Mr. Harper. 
From certain circumstances connected with 
the case, the officers had reason to believe that 
Pace, whom they believed to be the man, was 
hiding in theJneighborhood of Teitlebuam’s 
alley. They went down the alley, asking in 
different houses about their man. Finally 
the two officers got separated, searching either 
side of the alley. 

Mr. Harper went with McConnell into a 
house to inquire about Pace, not thinking 
about finding him there. When they got in 


they found a man beating and chokinga 


woman. Their entrance attracted his atten- 
tion and he ceased his assault and turned his 
face towards the visitors. The moment the 
young man saw the negro’s face he exclaimed: 

There is the man that robbed me.“ 

At this the negro attempted to run, but De- 
tective MoConnell grabbed him and told him 
to be quiet as he was under arrest. 

J will die and go to hell before I will be 
arrested, said the negro as his brutish 
face flushed with passion. At 
the same time he reached down 
to grab an iron freight car brake stick. 
McConnell, seeing the negro’s motions, real- 
ized his dangerand jerked him backward. 
The two men clinched, and in a rough and 
tumble tussle both fell out into the yard. 

In the encounter Pace got hold of the iron 
stick. McConnell is a large muscular man 
and quite an athlete, but the negro, who was a 
powerful fellow, was too much for him. When 
the twostruck the yard, Detective Looney, 
who had just stepped out of another house, 
saw the struggle, and, realizing that McCon- 
nell was in great danger, ran to the xcene. 

Pace had just broken his antagonist’s hold 
and had raised up preparatory to 
braining him with the stick. When 
Looney caught him by the shoulder, 
Pace made a desperate wheel to get to 
Looney. 

While McConnell was recovering from the 
ition into which he had been hurled, 
ney held firmly to the negro’s shoulder. 

In the struggle, Pace broke loose from the de- 
tective, leaving a piece of his overcoat. 

Looney then drew his revolver and de- 
manded the negro’s surrender. He reiter- 
ated that he would dieand go to a hotter 
clime before he would be arrested, at the same 
time springing into position to strike Looney 
with the piece of iron. As he turned to strike, 
Looney fired a shot in the air to bluff him. 
But he didn't bluff, and the negro resumed 
his attack. 

Seeing his own life was in danger, Looney 
brought his revolver to the level of Pace’s 
head and fired, the ball entering the skull 
about the base of the brain. Pace fell and died 
within thirty seconds without a struggle. 

He was searched after his death and the 
watch stolen from the young man was found 
in his pocket. 

There were four negro eye-witnesses to the 
shooting, and each one on oath corroborated 
the statements made by the officers. 

Pace’s body was taken to Howard’s under- 
taking establishment and turned over to his 
friends. 

Pace’s record is a bad one. He was known 
to be one of the most desperate negroes in At- 
lanta. He was wanted on more than a half 
dozen charges of larceny and robbery. 

Detective Looney, who did the shooting, is 
considered one of the safest and most conserv- 
ative officers in the department, and it was 
only when he had to shoot or die that he fired 
the fatal shot. 

The coroner’s jury not only justified the ac- 
„ the detective, but commended his con- 

uct.

Death of Mrs. Hull. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., December 29.—[Special.]—Mrs. 
Joseph M. Hull died suddenly this morning at 
Hull, Fla.
